TRANSPORT TALKS=-A Malawian delegation headed by the 
Transport and Communications Mintater, Mr Henry Harawa, left Blantyre on 
Thureday night for three daye of talke in Mozambique on transport links 
between the neighbouring states, the official Malawi news agency reported 
yesterday. The delegation will tour the ports of Beira and Maputo, re- 
porte lana-Reuter. Mozambique's Porte and Surface Transport Minister, 

Mr Alcantara Santos, said last week, after a visit by Zambian President 
Kaunda, that hie Government would soon improve the railway from Beira to 
Malawi. The land-locked States of Malawi and Zambia are discussing a new 
rail link which would link both of them to Mozambique ports. [Text]

NIGER1LA=CAMEROON GAROUA AGREEMENT--A member of the House of Representa- 
tives, Alha{i Abubakar Tugga (NPN), Gamawa, Bauchi State), has callea for 
the immediate review of the "Garoua Agreement" between Nigeria and Camer- 
oun. Signed in 1971, the accord was to resolve the constant border clashes 
between Nigerians and the Camerounians in that area. Representative Abu- 
bakar who was contributing to a motion on adjournment in the House on 
Thursday, said a considerable portion of Nigeria's territory was signed 
away to Cameroun through the accord. He said this was because the Cameroun- 
ian Government took advantage of the “low level delegation sent by the 
Yakubu Gowon government to negotiate the agreement". Alhaji Abubakar said 
that the Murtala Muhammed government tried to review the agreement, “but 
his tragic death brought his efforte to nothing.” He informed the House 
that the Camerounians were now tapping oil from the Nigerian territory in 
the Cross River State signed away. "In the economic interest of Nigeria, 
the Garoua Agreement must now be reviewed," he added.

Communique: Comrades, compatriots and comrades in struggle: Allow me to 
inform you about bombing activities which have been discovered by the state 
security services of the Ministry of the Interior.

[Text] London, June 15: The Muslims in Mozambique, constituting more than 
40 per cent of the country's population, have lost all their political 
voice, due to the anti-religious crusade launched by President Samora 
Machel. 


A report in the English magazine “Impact International" said recently that 
in apite of the fact that Muslims suffered untold discrimination during 
the 500 years of Portuguese rule, they remained steadfast in their commit- 
ment to Islam. The Islamic World appears to have completely forgotten 
about their existence without realising how tragic this ignorance of theirs 
could be, not only for the Mozambican Muslims, but, also for Islam in Af- 
rica. 


Reports from Mozambique indicate that in true Stalinist fashion, Samora 
Machel has chosen Islam and Muslims after Christians and Christianity for 
his suppression and decimation of all matters. And this is despite the 
constitutional guarantee for "freedom to practice religion”. 


Religion and belief in God is ridiculed as primitive and unscientific so 
that the children feel discouraged to uphold them. The importation of the 
Quran is prohibited, most of the mosques outside the major cities have been 
closed down and converted into schools and clinics. 


Printing of Islamic books is also prohibited. Restrictions are severe and 
penalties very harsh. Recently, Muslims in Quelimane and Maputo tried to 

get permission to print Islamic books but were refused. President Machel 

himself openly and deliberately violated the sanctity of mosques by enter- 
ing them vith his shoes on. Such is the depth of his contempt towards re- 
ligion. 





According to the Magazine, “This is only the tip of the iceburg. A close 
look will surely reveal more. But who is to do that? Instead of trying to 
appreciate the plight of the fellow Muslims in Mozambique, most of the Muslim 
countries appear to be busy propping up Samora Machel's regime with economic 
aid.--PPI.

SWAPO'S MAIN CENTER DESTROYED 
Details of Operation 
Windhoek WINDHOEK ADVERTISER in English 16 Jun 80 p 1 


[Text] Pretoria: SWAPO fighters died at their guns as their nerve centre 
was overrun by South African infantry men last week. 


Dead SWAPO gunners were surrounded by spent cartridges when they were found 
by South Africans in mopping up operations at the "smokeshell" camps in 
Southern Angola. 


The official number of terrorists killed was given as 200--but the total 
could be more. Sixteen members of the South African Defence Force lost 
their lives in action--including three Southwesters from Owambo. They are 
riflemen Elifas Hamutenyi, 24, Andreas Paulus, 22, and Tobias Haipengi, 21. 


At a Press conference on Friday two military correspondents, Mr Willem 
Steenkamp from the Cape Times and Mr Jan van Niekerk of the SABC gave eye- 
witness assessments of the battle. It began at 2.25 pm on an undisclosed 
day last week and carried on sporadically into the night. Mopping up op- 
erations continued into the next morning. 


SWAPO forces appeared to expect an attack to come from the direction of the 
road which runs through the highly camouflaged camp. 


But the South Africans swung east and avoided the road which was heavily 
mined. 


The South Africans attacked in a three-pronged formation with three sepa- 
rate groups overrunning the huge base. It was about 5 km by 13 km in extent. 


The attack caught SWAPO by surprise and resistance began only as the South 
Africans swept back after their initial burst through the base. 


The base was invisible from the air and was difficult to detect from the 
ground, with only the small opening of underground bunkers visible. 
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The SWAPO men must have known they were facing superior South African for- 
ces and tn a conventtonal aituation SWAPO would have retreated, 


Kut their stubborn resistance Indicated that they were defending the nerve 
centre of their operations and not an isolated base. 


Signe that at least one “political commissar" was based in the camp were 
found in form of communist literature, maps of Russia and large posters of 
Lenin. 


SWAPO had learnt the Lesson not to have a base made p of huts visible from 
the air which was the case in 1978 when the South Africans overran the Mos- 
cow and Vietnam bases at Cassinga. 


The estimated SWAPO casualty figure of 200 is believed to be far lower than 
the real number of casualties. 


Many bodies hidden deep in the bush will never be found, while there are 
signs that SWAPO removed some of their bodies in the night. 


Among the heroes of the operation were South African helicopter pilots who 
landed in the face of fierce anti-aircraft fire to rescue South African

Mr Mudge added: “SWAPO led by Sam Nujoma claims it is the sole represen- 
tative of Namibia and has the backing of the UN nations Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheia. 

"But that ie falee and everybody knows it." 


Mr Nujoma, who saw Mr Francois-Poncet in Paris two weeks ago, asked France 
and other Western powers to support UN efforts towards the implementation 
of a UN plan for the independence of SWA/Namibia. 


They were due to fly to Strasbourg today to confer with members of the

[Text] Windhoek: Conscription in SWA would intensify militarisation in 
the Territory and delay a settlement, the Secretary for Publicity and In- 
formation of the Namibia National Front, Mr Reinhard Rukoro, said here yes- 
terday. 


He was commenting in a statement, apparently to a recent remark by the SWA 
AG, Dr Gerrit Viljoen, at a Press conference that national service should 
be introduced in the Territory soon. 


Dr Viljoen said at the time a form of conscription would probably have to 
be introduced because all Southwesters who qualified for national service 
could not be trained at the same time. 


Mr Rukoro said it was normal practice for a colonial power to train indi-. 
genous volunteers to forr the nucleus of a post-independence defence force. 


The entire process should, however, take place within the context of a pro- 
cess of decolonisation. 


Conscription for SWA would not be within the context of decolonisation, Mr 
Rukoro said. 


He cited the following reasons: 
Conscription would be compulsory. 


"There is a war of liberation being waged (in SWA) by sections of the op- 
pressed population against the colonial army." 


People “from among the same appressed masses will be forced to take up arms 
against their own fellow Namibians. 


"A war of liberation is to be changed into civil war and those who will be 
expected to serve as cannon fodder in this war are no party to the deci- 
sion-making process."

EXPANSION OF PALM PRODUCE PLANNED 
Lagos DAILY TIMES in English 12 Jun 80 p 2

{Texr) Nigeria may regain her leading position in palm produce if the 
Nigerian Institute for O11 Palm Research (NIFOR), Benin, maintains her 
present level of production. 


The director of the inetitute, Dr. B. BE. Onochie, gave thie hint when the 
Minister of Science and Technology, Dr. Sylvester Ugoh, visited the estab- 
lishment. 


Dr. Onochie noted that NIFOR had over the years developed two hybrid seeds, 
which at maturity yielded up to 3,000 and 500 kilogrammes of oil and kernel 
respectively as against the previous 630 and 250 kilogrammes. 


In addition, the seeds grew into maturity in three years after planting 
instead of seven years for the old ones. 


He noted that seed production rose from about five million in 1977, to an 
all-time record of 30 million at the end of 1978. 


Dr. Onochie also listed some of the institute's major constraints. These 
included shortage of labour and capital. Others are inadequate infrastruc- 
tural facilities like roads, electricity and water supply in production 
areas as well as technological backwardness of palm-oil-based industries. 


Replying, Dr. Ugoh emphasised the determination of the present adminis- 
tration to treat improved production in agriculture as its foremost priority. 


He said that his ministry was created because the Federal Government was 
aware of the objectives of all research institutes in the country. 


Dr. Ugoh said that while output had increased in the institute in terms of 
biological work, “the achievements would mean nothing if the system is 
not extended to farmers who need then." 
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He noted the inadequacy of funds for the inatitute, and promised that gov- 
ernment would grant it more money. 


He enjoined the etaff to work ae a team for better results.

[Text] Sir--On hearing through the maee media that the Military Commis- 
sion had removed Mr Godfrey Binatea because he failed to give clear policy 
and guidance on solving the serious security situation which was prevailing 
in our nation, the elders, membere of the Soroti District Council and the 
UNLF offictale requested me to present their probleme to you in an open 
letter regarding the serious security situation that the sub-district is 
facing now and has been facing since 1954. 


Bandits from Karamoja have killed people, burned their homes and property 
and forced many to flee from their homes and run to Katakwi, Amuria, and to 
Soroti. Veet areas have been abandoned in Magoro, Ngarian, Veuk, Acowa, 
Kapelebvonge and Sbalange eub-counties. 


Thirty one P.? echoole have closed down and children cannot go to school. 
Teachers and pupils are refugees for months in safer areas. Aid posts, 
dispensaries, sub-county headquarters, police posts at the border have 
all been overrun by the bandite. 


The diepleced persons are not only starving but are in actual fact dying 
of famine. 1 have eveel! witnessed two deaths at Katakwi last Monday when 
people gathered to wait for ‘relief food from CARE which was never deli- 
wered for over 4 sorth now and yet lorry loade and lorry loads of food 
pase tatakwi destined for Karamoja to feed the bandits who grow fat and 
strong and come to raid end kill the people from Katakwi sub-district and 
other districts bordering Karamoija. 


wer 6000 people's oflitia have been trained by the TPDF personnel but 
they are not armed. The few who are armed are ill-equipped to face the 
well-armed bandits who are Amin's ex-soldiers. 


The wilitia do not have euperior «nd sufficient arms, they have no food, 
uniforms traneport, communication facilities and medicines.

The bandits have been badly molested by the militia in Kitgum, Lira and 
Apach Districts who are well equiped. The bandits have now found that the 
weakest areas along the bordvra with Karamoja are chose bordering Katakwi, 
tumi, and Kapchorwa districts, 


These days the thuge attack as early as 5 pm, and every night people are 
killed, those wounded are left to die because the dispensaries and aid 
poste are closed. There is no ambulance or any other transport available 
in order to rush the wounded to Soroti Hospital more than 60 km away. 


The cattle markete are closed, the starving population cannot sell the few 
animale left by bandits in order to purchase food, clothes and other essen- 
tial commodities or pay echool fees for their children or perhaps buy land 
in safe areas far from the borders and etart new life eleewhere. The minis- 
ter of animal industry has, however, promised to lift the ban, this is be- 
ing eargerly awaited. 


Historically, I would like to inform you that the situation has been get- 
ting worse since 1954, 


The colonial government from 1954 to 1961 failed to solve the security prob- 
lem in Karamoja and the neighbouring districts. Karamoja was set aside as 
human too at that time. The Karamoja were, however, raiders using spears. 


The DP government, prior to independence in 1962, since it was shortlived, 
did not even at- [word missing) the run for their lives? 


The UPC government (1962-1970) attempted to solve the problem. The late 
Nadiope, vice-president and the minister of internal affairs in the UPC 
government, taught the Karamo jong a big lesson, but later the UPC govern- 
ment relaxed and failed to solve the problen. 


During Tdi Amin's 8 years of dictatorship, the situation got even worse. 
Amin'e soldiers benefitted from the raids, most of the cattle robbed by 
»andite were taken by army officials into their ..nches. They in fact 
helped to arm the raiders or raided themselves, this is when the use of 
suns during raids became well established. 


After the liberation of Kampala on April last year, the people of Katakwi 
Dietrict had high hopes that liberation forces would definitely overrun 
Karemoja and disarm the bandits and two weeks’ notice was given but no- 
thing happened--the liberators started enjoying the honeymoon. 


Amin's soldiers, who fled from the battle-front took arms with them. They 
also broke into Moroto Barracks, overrun all police posts and prisons in 
feramota and took all the weapons. These are the weapons which are now 
being used for raiding neighbouring districts to Karamoja. 








The UNLF government have given two weeka' notice for bandits to return 
their arms but all in vain. The Military Commission has done the same 
but know nothing will happen. 


In an attempt to take services nearer to the people, Katakwi was made a 
district by Amin and was one of the richest districts in Uganda. It had 
by liberation put up an office block, the DC's house, the DCO's house, 
treasurer's house, etc. 


At the time it was demoted to a sub-district by Bidandi Seal,i it had 
ll/- million on the account (after loaning some to Kumi), which is now 
keeping the Soroti District going. 


The people in the district have never known why all the previous govern- 
ments were so much against development in Katakwi. Katakwi has no hos- 
pital, no tarmac road, no security, no power, no water, name it. One of 
their sons, who was cabinet minister in the UNLF government in whom they 
had some hope in conveying their problems to the government, was dropped 
from the cabinet appointed by you. 


They have concluded that every government does not care for their well- 
being and the development of the district which is potentially one of the 
richest dietricts in Uganda. It is their sincere hope that the Military 
Commission will be the first government to try to solve their problems 
since 1954 and have requested the commission to find time and visit them 
very soon and see for themselves their plight as detailed above and try 
to find tmmediate solutions to ther acute problems. 


It would like to congratulate you for the steps you have so far taken in 
eaving thie nation from yet another catastrophe and appeal that you do the 
following for Katakwi sub-district. 


Solve the security situation by arming the militia, giving them food, mak- 
ing transport avatlable at least 2 vehicles, and medicines. The border 
should be cleared of the bandits as happened in Kitgum. This will enable 
the people to return to their homes and cultivate some crops. Other- 

wise temine will continue and will be worse next year. 


As « matter of urgency, send “relief aid” food, clothes, medicines, etc. 
to the sub-district. 


Reinstate the Katakwi District, so that che essential services, the dis- 
trict being the basic unit, can be restored. 


Disarm the bandits in Karamoija at once, a full military operation has to 

be mounted. If the UNLA cannot do it, then I propose that the commission 
invites a joint Commonwealth force to disarm the bandits in Karamoje. It 
is futile to talk of Commonwealth force supervising the elections when the 
security situation is still bad in the country. Who will go to the polling 
booths when people are on the run for their lives? 





The soldiers from Katakwi sub-district protected the district and many 

of use from Amin's fleeing soldiers and identified themselves with libera- 
tore and fought back in order to stop Amin's soldiers from killing people 
in Katakwi, Amuria etc, and stopped them from passing through Katakwi on 

their way to Moroto, 


‘hey voluntarily surrendered their weapons and were later lured to prison 
by the promise that they were being recruitted into the UNLA. We under- 
wtand these sons of Uganda are starving to death in jails in Jinja (Kirinya 
prison) and Lugira for no reason. They also played a galant role just 

like the Kitgum group of soldiers. 


The plight of the people of Katakwi ie great and they have been victims 

of the conspirancy of silence. The world does not know their suffering, 
otherwise more help in the way of food, clothes and medicines would have 
come. 


The meseage from the people of Katakwi sub-district is very clear. The 
Military Commission is requested to jive priority to security situation in 
their areas. Unless this is done within two or so weeks as per the 2 
weeks official notice given by you to che bandits in Karamoja, the people 
of Katakwi will have no alternative but *o organise themselves in thou- 
sands and match unarmed to Karamoja and i-t our brothers the Karamojong 
kill the rest of us as they have already killed thousands. Afterall we 
have widows, orphans, widowers, the sick, etc, whom the government is not 
aring for. They request for action now.

PUBLICATION OF CENSUS RESULTS REPORTED 
Kampala UGANDA TIMES in English 14 Jun 80 pp 1, 3, 4 
[Article by Sam Serwanga] 


[Text] Uganda's population census results are out. We are now 12.6m, the 
minister of planning and economic development, Mr Anthony Ocaya announ- 
ced in Kampala, yesterday. 


The census exercise was carried out on January 16, 1980. 


In a brief, hurriedly convened National Consultative Council (NCC) meeting, 
Ocaya read out the results. 


Ocaya said Uganda's total population growth was 3.1 million people. The 
1949 census results were 9.5m people and this has brought the total popu- 
lation to 12,630,074, 


According to the results, women outnumbered men by 119,246. The most popu- 
lous district is Mbarara with 687,803 people. The least populous is Kap- 
chorwa with 74,517. 


He said the preliminary resulte which were being given yesterday were not 
to be altered at the final completion of the work in December 1981. 


“Each district registered a positive growth and the annual range of growth 
in terme of percentage is 1.2 per cent in Jinja and Kabale Districts and 
5.2 per cent in Kasese District. 


“There was negative growth in some towns, notably Kempala, whose annual 
growth is 3 per cent, instead of the projected rate of 8 per cent. 


“Another stricking feature was the population distr!" .on betweer urban 
and rural areas. There has been considerable change in the distribution 
over the years.” 


Ocaya explained these trends of negative population growth in towns and 
the distribution and said: “This has been caused by lack of steady pro- 
duction in the existing factories and industries in towns, the high cost 
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of living in most of the towns, and the gradual negative development in as 
far as establishment of industries is concerned. People tended to move 
to the rural areas where they could manage to survive", 


lie said the results were to be rechecked during the course of processing 

the data, but the results will not be substantively altered. Tables were 
prepared showing the population in each district, county and then to the 

sub county (ggombolola) and the percentage of the population in each dis- 
trict. "The ggombolola administrative unit would be an important aspect 

in the forthcoming polls, since the electoral commission would focus the 

demarcation of constituencies on the unit", Ocaya noted. 


The preliminary exercise, which included enumeration of the people was run 
smoothly, except in a few areas like Kasese and Moroto Districts insecur- 
ity had hindered the work. But the statistical method of enumeration, 
which Ocaya said was effectively used, produced satisfactory results. 


Elaborating on the next stage of data processing, he said there would be 
actual recording of the data, card punching, analysis and report writing. 


The United Nations Development Programme will assist ‘» the analysis and 
report writing. Then the work will be published and may be out by De- 
cember 1981. 


Answering questions from members on the problems faced, Ocaya noted inse- 
curity in Kasese and Moroto Districts. Ten parishes in Kasese District 
were not enumerated, but a correct figure was arrived at. 


The eight years of Idi Amin's murderous rule also had an effect on the 
population growth, notably Gulu town was 180,000 people in the 1961 Census, 
but it is now 140,000 people. 


On the issue of the reported non-payment of the census enumerators and su- 
pervisors, Ocaya said: "This had no adverse effect on the census figures. 
| would not even call it ‘non-payment’, but ‘delayed payment’. The exer- 
cise of paying the enumerators and supervisors is now being carried out, 
after the approval of the supplementary estimates by the NCC. 


The Kasese District NCC member, Dr Henry Bwambale, asked the minister to 
mount radio and television programmes to explain to the people some of the 
causes of high and low rates of population growth in some areas. This 
would clear the unexplained questions to the people.

[Text] The publication of the census results is yet another forwar step 
towards the realisation of the forthcoming general elections. Although cen- 
sus is always a national pride it is often pregnant with problems especially 
when it means feeding extra mouths with meagre resources. 


We are aware that the immediate use of the census results is to demarcate 
electoral constituencies for the vital forthcoming elections. But that 
is only a step towards that goal. Voters register is however required if 
we are to beat the deadline. 


These results reflect the effects of fascist Idi Amin's atrocious regime. 

A look at Gulu District figures shows a negative growth. The result indi- 
cates that women have surpassed men. This means the men have to play more 
productive roles in society. Some of the reasons for the uneven popula- 
tion distribution can be attributed among others, to the poor-medical care, 
lack of food, the exodus of those who ran off during the liberation war and 
besides the many who died during the war. 


We believe we cannot undo what has been done. Let us take the result of 
the census very seriously and plan for the future. But it was regretful 
that no provision was made in the census card to register the cause of the 
deaths which occurred over the last ten years, it would have been one way 
to establish the accurate figure of people who died under the brutal regime 
of Idi Amin. 


We are also aware that the figures reflect that the majority of our people 
live in rural areas. We appeal to the government when it comes to plan- 
ning they should advocate for a strong rural development.

MINISTER PREDICTS ECONOMIC GROWTH BY END OF 1980 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 21 Jun 80 p 2 


[Text] For the firsc time in several years there are signs of an upturn 
in the Zimbabwe economy, the Minister of Economic Planning and Development, 
Dr Bernard Chidzero, said yesterday. 


Ne told the congress a real growth rate of four percent could be expected 
by the end of the year. 


"While it is hazardous to project much longer than this year, the indica- 
tions are that on the basis of the present trend and given sustained ef- 
forte and confidence we should be well on the way to recovery next year," 
he said. 


The overall rate of growth should soon double, he said. 


"But thie depends not only on political stability and consistency in poli-y 
statements, but more important on all of us sharing faith in the future,” 
Dr Chidzero said. 


[f Zimbabwe was to realise its great economic potential, the gap between 
rich and poor in the country had to be narrowed and all who chose to stay 
in the country would have to face the future with courage and determina- 
tion. 


"Although we have al cady received about $200 million in grants from other 
countries, much of Zinoabwe's development will depend on us picking our- 
selves up by our own bvotlaces. To attract foreign investment we have the 
ability and determination to succeed," the Minister said. 


Criticising the "wait-and-see" attitude of many whites, he said internal 
lack of confidence in the future could easily result in a vicious circle 
reducing foreing investment and further undermining the econc nay. 


Zimbabwe would be better off without the faint-hearted, he said. Their 
speedy departure would be “good riddance", for the “wait and see" attitude 
was a “recipe for recession".

“We must have che rich and poor working together to make this country great 
and narrow the gap between them, not by sharing a diminishing cake but by 
doubling production and increasing the lot of all," he said.

ZANU (PF) CLAIMS MEMBERS KILLED

[Text] Widespread intimidation is continuing in the Urungwe and Magone 
TTLs near Sinoia following the deaths of six ZANU (PF) supporters in the 
area in the past fortnight, says a party official there. 


The provincial secretary for Mashonaland West, the Rev. S. Samuriwo, 
told the Herald that alleged ZIPRA dissidents yesterday “nearly beat to 
death a ZANU (PF) supporter with the barrels of their guns". 


The incident, he said was “one of many such cases" occurring in the Magone 
TTL about 40 miles from Sinoia near assembly point Romeo. 


Mr Samuriwo said the dissidents were killing roosters belonging to ZANU 
(PF) supporters in the area. This was because the party's emblem was a 
rooster, he added. 


ZANU (PF)'s headquarters in Sinoia this week said that the chairman of the 
party's Urungwe branch along with five other party supporters had been mur- 
dered. 


It was said that om June 3 five armed men incinerated the body of the 
branch chairman, Mr T. Shaya, after murdering him and setting his store on 
fire. 


Mr Shaya's two assistants and a third, unknown person, were then abducted 
and forced to carry goods from the store into the bush where they were shot 
dead. Their hands and faces were burned to prevent identification, it was 
alleged. 


Police have confirmed the incident. 


However, no police confirmation was yesterday available in regard to fur- 
ther claims from ZANU (PF)'s Sinoia headquarters that another two women 
supporters were murdered in the Urungwe area “after they had refused the 
attentions of armed men". 
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Last week, too, teachers at Zimbara school in the Magone district were al- 
legedly fired upon by armed men. Nine teachers were allegedly injured in 
the incident, according to ZANU (PF)'s Sinoia publicity secretary, Mr G, 
Chimbumu, who added that dissidents were “running riot" in the area. 


In Salisbury a police spokesman said there was no political connotation in 
a number of killings in the Urungwe TTL in recent weeks. 


He confirmed the death of a storekeeper, Mr T. Shaya, in a fire at a store 
of the same name in the Urungwe TTL on the evening of June 3}. 


The spokesman also confirmed the recovery of the bodies of three men ab- 
ducted in the same area at the same time. 


“There are no political connotations in it,” the spokesman said.
